NEW TAXES BY 
SCHOOL BOARDS 


State House Approves 
Proposed Legislation 
For Wage, Sales Levies 


HARRISBURG, 
June 
9 


(AP)—Administration - back- 
ed legislation to permit school 
boards and other local taxing 
bodies to enact wages, sales, 
income or amusement taxes was 
passed by the House tonight in face 
of a Democratic claim it was "ini- 
quitous and absurd." The measure 
went to the Senate by a 130-64 


Termed a measure of "desperation 


and general confusion," Rep. H. G. 
Andrews, House minority leader, as- 
serted enactment of the measure 
"will, I venture to say, require a 
special session to repeal." 


Supported by Gov. James H. Duff, 


who has asked the Legislature to 
broaden the local tax base to re- 
lieve the burden on real estate and 
provide funds for rising govern- 
mental costs, the measure which was 
in and out of committee three times 
for changes to meet Republican ma- 
jority objections, would: 


Allow enactment of the new 


levies by cities, boroughs, first 
class townships and school dis- 
tricts except that in Philadel- 
phia and Pittsburgh without 
limit as to rate or amount. 


Specifically prohibited would be 


any taxes conflicting with existing 
State levies or any imposts on the 
gross receipts from utility services 
regulated by the Public Utility com- 
mission. 


The measure also would give 


Philadelphia, which now has a wage 
tax, prior claim on payrolls of resi- 
dents of nearby communities but 
elsewhere the first community or 
taxing body enacting a wage levy 
would have first claim. 


"You 
create a most confusing, un- 


scinetific tax," Andrews asserted of 
this provision. "You create a series 
of blocks in your body politic" and 
asserted school boards and councils 
would seek "to outdo each other" 
in levying the special taxes. 


Rep. 
John N. Hoffman (R- 


Northampton), replying to An- 
drews, asserted local officials 
would be "on guard" against 
that and said the measure would 
make "for strong local govern- 
ment." 


Also speaking- for- the measure, 


Rep. 
Charles H. Brunner Jr., "(R- 


Montgomery), co-sponsor with Rep. 
William J. Stonier (R-Lackawanna), 
said he was certain "no ^onfisca- 
tory, no unfair taxation will result" 
from action on the bill and asked: 


"What is more important at home 


than the raising of taxes for just 
expenditures?" 


He said the proposed law 


would help school boards find 
new 
revenues for increased 


school teachers salaries. 


Rep. Herbert P. Sorg, Republi- 


can floor leader, asserted "We have 
got to take the government back 
to the people where it belongs" in- 
dicating this measure was designat- 
ed to do that. 


On the other hand, Rep. James 


Lovett (D-Westmoreland) asserted 
the Democratic party "has always 
been opposed to a wage tax" siiS 
said anyone voting "for this bill 
would be doing an injustice" to small 
pensioners.

23 mills, making the anticipated 
returns from real estate taxation 
total $318,995; with $71,410 expected 
from the $5 per capita levy. The 
total receipts including the State 
appropriation, tuition fees, etc., are 
estimated at more than $586,000.

Knutson CR-Minn), of the House 
ways and means committee, urging 
in the House today that the Presi- 
dent sign, acknowledged that "in- 
deed, the indications • are that he 
will veto the measure." 


Republican leaders hold scant 


hopes of passing this bill over a 
veto, although they expect to try. 


A presidential "yess"-or "no" on 


the labor bill by June 20 became 
assured when the measure physical- 
ly reached the White House today 
following its formal signature by 
congressional officials. The consti- 
tution requires the President to sign 


or veto a bill ten days after he re- 
ceives it, not counting Sundays, or 
have it become law, without his sig- 
nature.

John Potts Wendell, son of Dr. 


and Mrs. James I. Wendell of The 
H1U school, received his doctor of 
philosophy at Princeton university's 
commencement exercises yesterday.

In being chosen to lead the academic 
procession. 


Wendell was graduated from The 


Hill school in 1936 and Deceived his 
ba/chelor of arts degree from Prince- 
ton university in 1940.

present employment and be able 
to operate at this rate during the 
Summer. 


"There has been very little hold- 


up because of materials," he con- 
tinued," and our production sche- 
dules should take an upturn by Oc- 
tober to prepare for the new models 
at the first of the year." 


A new shipping building is ex- 


pected to be completed by October, 
relieving some of the 
pressure 


within the existing • plant and al- 
lowing more room for expansion. 
By the end of the year, Parker ex- 
pects to have moved all of the 
equipment hi the plant into new 
and more efficient locations 


"The plant has the capacity 


to torn out 20,000 finished units 
per day," Parker stated, "and 
we have enough orders and 
men to fill that capacity. We've 
called back almost all of the 
men we laid off." 


In discussing the workers at 


the plant, Parker declared without 
reservation: 


"We have excellent labor rela- 


tions. One of the things I like best 
about it all is that our people like 
their work. And, what is more, 
they give us an honest day's work. 


"The co-operation I have received 


from the union since I've been here 
cannot be equalled. I came here 
just after a strike, and I wasn't too 
sure of the union, but in the past 
year, they have changed my mind. 
The co-operation has been all that 
I could ask." 


Parker outlined some of the rea- 


sons for the prevailing good rela- 
tions at the plant. 
Among the 


foremost was the fact '{hat the 
workers knew why they were per- 
forming their job. 


"If we just told them what 


to do and how to do it," he as- 
serted, "that would be all that 
they would know. This war* 
they know why they are doing 
* particular job and are more 
interested in their work." 


Another of the reasons was 


that the foremen of the various 
departments are -brought in on all 
production meetings for their ob- 
servations and opinions on the new 
schedules. 


"These men have the know-how," 


Parker went on, "and can tell if 
we can meet the schedules. 
After 


talking it over and reaching a de- 
cision, we call in the union. We 
tell the union representatives what 
the new schedule will be and ask 
them if they think the present 
number of workers on the produc- 
tion line can handle the job. 


"Under this system, we've found 


that we can absorb as much as a 
20 percent increase without increas- 
ing employment. This stabilizes 
employment and pays both the 
workers and the company dividends, i 
Rather than having to go through j 
the costly procedure of hiring a few 
new workers for a short time and 
then layinz them off, the added 
productidhls absorbed right in the 
plant. 


"With our 100 percent incen- 


tive wage system, this results in 
a nice increase in the take- 
home pay of each employe. In

mission. Ethridge told the Asso- 
ciated Press: 


"There is no question in my 


mind that Bulgaria, Yugoslavia 
and Albania are arminsr. train- 
ing, supplying- and giving hos- . 
pitalization

guerilla 
forces

northern Greece. 


"There is no question that 


Greece would have gone over to 
the Communist minority had 
not the U.N. stepped in." 


Ethridge. 
publisher

Louisville Courier-Journal had an 
hour-long conference with Warren 
R. Austin, chief American delegate 
to the U.N,. and said he would re- 
port to Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall in Washington Wed- 
nesday. 


Next week-end he will go to his 


home in Louisville and then retuni 
here for Security council debate on 
the Balkan report, tentatively set to 
start June 23. 


Endorsing the American program 


of aid, Ethridge said: 


"'We must be politically alert and

'Murder, Inc.' Boss 
Dies in Hospital 


OSSINING, N. Y., June 9 
(IP} 


Jacob (Gurrah) Shapiro, 56, who 
with Louis (Lepke) Buchalter once 
dominated multi-million dollar in- 
dustrial rackets and bossed Brook- 
lyn's notorious "Murder, Inc.," dice 
today in the prison hospital at Sing 
Sing. 


Shapiro, who was serving a sen- 


tence of 15 years to life imposed 
in 1944 after he was convicted of 
extortion, had been a patient in 
the prison hospital since the past 
October with a heart condition. 


He had been termed by the Fed- 


eral Bureau of Investigation 
"the 


most vicious killer in New York." 
and had been linked by Thomas E, 
Dewey, then New York county dis- 
trict attorney, and U. S. Attorney 
John Harlan Amen with rackets in 
the fur, garment, bakery and truck- 
ing industries: narcotics traffic, and 
other assorted crimes. 


The 
once-swaggering 
racketeer, 


who had a record of 100 arrests 
and 
four convictions, had 
been 


linked over the years with many 
of the notorious figures of the un- 
derworld.

Senate Delays Action on Teacher Pay; 
House GOP Leader Against Changes 


HARRISBURG, June 9 <fl')—The 


Senate held up action tonight on its 
own version of a proposed $1950 to 
$4000 teacher salary scale for a day 
.at least pending insertion of "cor- 
rective amendments." 


Chief stumbling block to final ad- 


journment of the Legislature this 
week, the teacher pay issue hinged 
on Senate and House differences 
on the portion of the salary scale 
that shall be mandatory, with the 
House insisting on $300 more in 
service increments that must be paid 
than the Senate. 


"I

amendments," explained Chair- 
man Frederick L. Homsher (R- 
Lancaster), of the Senate edu- 
cation committee and co-spon- 
sor of the Senate teacher pay 
measure. "I plan to offer them 
tomorrow. They will not change 
the number of increments.

and Pittsburgh.
